Inefficiency of Transfer Ser- 
vice Practically Ad- 
mitted. 


the transfer system of the Georgia Rak- 
way and Electric Company, Manager yy 
K. Glenn announces that the transfer 
point from Piedmont park and Ponce de 
Leon for Whitehall street and North At- 
lanta will in the future be at the junction 
of Peachtree and Ivy streets. 

The greatest amount of trouble over 
tarnsfers has been experienced by people 
seouring transfers from Ponce de Leon 


ito Whitehall street and North Atlanta. 
Qn a number of occasions people hald-- 


ing transfers have been put to consii- 
erable inconvenience and there have been 
personal encounters between conductors 
and passengers. : 

Manager Glenn announces that the rules 
of the company will be enforced and in 
a statement he gives the company’s side 
of the question and tells why the ¢om- 
pany feels it necessary to insist that their 
rules be conformed with. 

The statement follows: 

Recently there has been much said 
with reference to the use of transfers on 
the dines’ of the street railway company 
in Atlanta and the inconvenience and 
annoyance to which the company’s Ppa- 
trons have been subjected by unreagon- 
able rules and regulations. 

It must be borne in mind in the Dbe- 

ginning that transfers were voluntarily 
given, after the city had endeavored, 
through its executive officers, to force 
| this step. 
When it was decided that a general 
transfer system would be adopted, in- 
vestigation was made of all the printipal 
‘cities of this country as to the best 
method to be used so as to facilitate and 
expedite public travel as much as. possi- 
‘ble. and at the same time safeguard the 
intere#ts of the company. 

The present transfer system was map- 

| ped out by an expert in one of the.prin- 
cipal cities of the United States, .and 
is the system which is almost -untiversal- 
‘ly used by street railway companies.

Blocking Cotton Bale Improvement. 
Editor Constitution: In reference to 
an article in today’s paper headed, “For 
a Better Cotton Bale,”’ there has already 
been many millions of dollars spent to 
improve the present method of baling 
cotton. That they have not succeeded 
is not the fault of the improvements 
tried, but because the present methods 
have led to a systematic robbery of the 
bale, which is so much a matter of cus- 
tom that the cotton factors and brokers 
count on it as part of their income. 

It is called sampling, but the fact that 
the “‘city crop,” that is, the crop made 
up of samples, shipped from New Or- 
leans yearly, amoumts to 80,000 bales, 
shows how liberally these samples are 
taken. Many factors and brokers have 
an income from this source of from $1,000 
to $10,000 per year. These are the men 
who control the cotton exchanges and 
they will not receive as regular (for de- 
Hvery on contracts) any bale that will 
interfere with this source of revenue. 

A 250-pound bale has been tried, but 
the cotton exchanges refused to recefve it 
on the ground that it was not a Dale: it 
vas only half a bale. It ig impossible to 
make a sufficiently large ‘grab’ from a 
compressed bale, therefore the factors and 
brokers are opposed to compression at 
the gin. With all the middle men op- 
posed to improvement and the combined 
capital of the owners of the large com- 
presses against you as well as many 
of the rallroads, how is an inventor to 
succeed? JI have in my shop at present 
a press that will make a square bale of

No Money for the Judges. 

An interesting oversight on the part of 
the general assembly was generally com- 
mented on at the capitol yesterday. 
While the legislature passed a bill in- 
creasing the salaries of judges of the 
Supreme and superior courts to $4,000 
and $3,000 respectively, and the salary 
of the governor to $5,000, it failed to 
appropriate any money to pay the in- 
creases given. 

In view of the fact that the judges’ 
Salary bill was passed at the heel of 
the session at a time when it was prac- 
tically impossible to make the necessary 
anpropriation for the Increases, there i/s 
fothing especially strange abdut this, 
but it makes it necessary for the judgés 
to wait until after the Jegislature of 
1905 appropriates the money to pay the 
back salary increases, to which they will 
Be entitled under this bill, before they 
can get the money. 

The bill vrovides that the {fncreases 
shall not apply to any judges who were 
in commission’ at the time of its passage, 
but it will apply to all judges who are 
to be elected at the coming election. In 
October. Assoclate Justices Evans and 
Lamar, of the supreme court, will - get 
their new commissions as soon as_the 
election is over, and the result declared, 
because they are serving unexpired terms, 
and the increase for them will then be- 
gin. The increase for Chief Justice Sim- 
Mons and Associate Justice Fish will 
begin January !, 1905, but all of these 
Must wait for the money until after the 
Next legislature has appropriated it. It 
ig the same with the judges of the su- 
Perior courts whose new terms practi- 
tally all begin on January ! next, that 
ls for all those who are elected at the 
toming election.

Be it enacted by the general 
assembly of the atate of Georgia, That article 
7, section 1, of the constitution of this state, 
be amended by adding to said section the fol- 
lowing paragraph, as pragraph 2: The levy 
of taxes on property for any one year 
by the general assembly for all purposes, ex- 
cept to provide for repelling invasion, sup- 
Dressing insurrection or defending the state 
in time of war, shall not exceed 5 milis on 
each dollar of the value of the property tax- 
able in the state. 

Section 2. Be it further enacted, That when- 
ever the above proposed amendment to the 
constitution shall be agreed to by two-thirds 
of the members elected to each of the two 
houses of the general assembly, and the same 
has been entered on the journals, with the 
yeas and nays taken thereon, the governor

| Structed to cause said amendment to be pub- 
lished in,.at least, two newspapers in each 
congressional district in this state, for, at 
least, two_months next preceding the time for 
holding the next general election.
